INDOCHINA 

1 . MAJOR PART OF PRES' SPEECH BEFORE VFW CONVENTION 
AT NEW ORLEANS, AS TREATED AND EXCERPTED BY NYT, 
CONCERNED 1969 SECRET CAMBODIAN BOMBINGS. QUOTED 
PRES. DESCRIBING INDOCHINA SITUATION WHEN HE TOOK 
OFFICE AND POINTING OUT THAT NVN MADE MOCKERY 

OF CAMBODIAN NEUTRALITY BY OCCUPYING LARGE TRACTS 
NEAR VN BORDER FOR BASES AND SANCTUARIES. PRES. 

ADMITTED ORDERING BOMBING IN AREA OCCUPIED BY 
NVN AND UNINHABITED BY CAMBODIANS TO SAVE US LIVES 
AND SHORTEN WAR. CAMBODIAN GOVERNMENT DID NOT 
OBJECT; ON CONTRARY, SIHANOUK INVITED PRES.TO 
MAKE STATE VISIT AFTER BOMBING HAD BEEN GOING 
ON FOR SOME TIME. FACTS CONCERNING BOMBING WERE 
DISCLOSED TO APPROPRIATE CONGRESSIONAL LEADERS, 

AND US CASUALTIES DECLINED AS BOMBING WENT ON. 

IN ADDITION, ENEMY HAD ANOTHER INCENTIVE TO NEGOTIATE. 
RAIDS KEPT SECRET BECAUSE, IF ANNOUNCED, CAMBODIA 
WOULD HAVE HAD TO PROTEST AND BOMBING WOULD HAVE 
HAD TO STOP. PRES. ALSO REFERRED TO MINING OF 
HAIPHONG AND CHRISTMAS BOMBING OF HANOI, AND POINTED 
OUT THAT THESE DECISIONS WERE MADE TO BRING US 

DIRECT INVOLVEMENT IN WAR TO AN HONORABLE END. 

ADDED THAT NO FUTURE US PRES. SHOULD HAVE TO SEND 
AMERICANS INTO BATTLE WITH ONE HAND TIED BEHIND 
HIS BACK. DURING SPEECH PRES. READ A LETTER FROM 
A MAN WHO WROTE IN 1969 URGING THE BOMBING OF CAMBODIA 
AFTER RECEIVING LETTERS FROM HIS SOLDIER SON COMPLAINING 
OF ATTACKS FROM ACROSS THE BORDER. FOLLOWING HIS 
SON'S DEATH HE FELT THE PRES. HAD LET HIM DOWN. 

HE NOW BELIEVES THE PRES. MADE PROPER DECISION IN 
1969. 

2. MOST PAPERS FRONT-PAGE PRES' SPEECH, USUALLY 
EMPHASIZING HIS ADMISSION THAT HE ORDERED THE CAMBODIAN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RAIDS. IN TOP STORY BECKMAN (CHITRIB) QUOTES PRES. 

THAT BOMBING SAVED LIVES, SEES SPEECH AS EMOTIONAL 
DEFENSE OF ADMINISTRATION SEA POLICIES, AND CITES 
PRES.' ANGRY REACTION TO ALLEGATIONS THAT BOMBING 
WAS KEPT SECRET FROM APPROPRIATE CONGRESSIONAL LEADERS. 
SUSTAINED APPLAUSE THAT INTERRUPTED SPEECH SEVERAL 
TIMES MENTIONED, AS WAS PRES.' ACCEPTANCE OF VFW 
PEACE AWARD. BOYD (PHINQ) EMPHASIZES PRES.' ADMISSION 
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HE ORDERED SECRET BOMBING, AND INTERPRETS SPEECH 
AS VIGOROUS DEEENSE OE WAR POLICIES AND COMMENTS 
THAT PRES. DID NOT MENTION EALSIFIED RECORDS OR 
THE SENDING OE FALSE INEORMATION TO CONGRESS. CANNON 
(WP) REPORTS PRES. USED SPEECH TO ACCUSE CONGRESSIONAL 
AND PRESS CRITICS OE SEEKING TO "COP OUT" ON US 
GLOBAL RESPONSIBILITIES, AND THAT IN ACCOMPANYING 
STATEMENT ISSUED AT CONVENTION PRES. SAID BOMBING 
SECRECY WAS ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY. CARTER (NYDN) 

SAYS PRES. PROUD OP WHAT HE HAD DONE SINCE BOMBING 
HELPED SAVE US LIVES AND SPEED THE WAR'S END. CLYMER 
(SUN) OBSERVES THAT PRES. UNDER GREAT STRAIN AND 
QUOTES HIM THAT EVERYONE IN GOVT WHO HAD RIGHT TO 
KNOW OR NEED TO KNOW HAD BEEN TOLD ABOUT BOMBING. 
HERBERS (NYT) REPORTS THAT PRES. SEEMED TO STUMBLE 
OVER WORDS, PART DEALING WITH CAMBODIA WAS CAREFULLY 
COMPOSED AND DISTRIBUTED TO PRESS IN ADVANCE BUT 
PRES. PARAPHRASED IT AND ADDED COMMENTS DURING SPEECH. 
HERBERS ALSO ASSERTS THAT PRES. ATTACKED CRITICS 
OP HIS WAR POLICIES IN HARSHER THAN USUAL TERMS. 

STROUT (CSM) SEES SPEECH AS THE BEGINNING OP THE 
PRES.' COUNTEROPPENSIVE TO RECOUP ERODED PRESTIGE, 

AND COMMENTS THAT IT WAS RECEIVED WARMLY BY THE 
AUDIENCE.
